SHERIFF MOREHEAD 
REPORTS MANY TEXAS 
■AUTOMOBILE THEFTS 


Between twenty-five and thirty 
letters per week have 
been re ­ 
ceived by Sheriff L. E. Morehead, 
from city and county officers of 
Texas apprising him of automo- 
mobile thefts. 
The m ajority of 
these letters come from Houston, 
Fort Worth, Dallas and San An­ 
tonio. 
Automobile thieves seem 
to thrive more in the larger cities 
of Texas than in the rural com­ 
munities, as they have a greater 
number of cars to pick from and 
a machine of popular make can 
hardly be identified from others, 
when 
the 
number 
has 
been 
changed. Automobile traffic over 
Texas has become so large, that 
peace officers must be real sleuths 
to capture the right car, when one 
of a well known make has been 
stolen. 
Local officers have recovered a 
few- of the cars which have been 
stolen in the big cities, but the 
great majority of cars taken are 
headed for the open country where 
there are few inhabitants, and 
communications are poor. There 
is a great number of these cars, 
which are never recovered, accord­ 
ing to letters received in Bryan 
from sheriffs and chiefs of police 
in the cities. 
“It is harder to capture auto­ 
mobile thieves than to take boot­ 
leggers.” one officer said Thurs­ 
day. 
“The 
automobile 
can 
be 
camouflaged, and a dozen little 
changes can be made about a car, 
which makes it appear different. 
But a bootlegger cannot move his 
still about very e a s i l v . 
And also, 
there are always a lot of men who 
are ready to turn in any rumors 
of the making of illicit whiskey. 
The auto thief can cover 200 miles 
in a single night. The flow of 
letters concerning auto hefts has 
increased during the last year."

Martin 
resigned to go to war and Black ro­ 
s in e d to take the mayor’s office. 
Both are country boys who went to 
San Antonio to iive after graduating

Georgetown and State University a 
Austin. 
Black was bom in George­ 
town and M artin was born at Stone 
wall, Gillespie county. 
They

from fighting stock. Black and Mar­ 
tin told the San Antonio officers that 
crime was ram pant and the city was 
reeking with debauchery. The old. lg- 
norant officers stood around and gap­ 
ed and Black finally said: 
We will 
make a raid tomorrow unless you do 
so tonight.” That night 1000 arrests 
were made and there should have been 
5 000.
